WILDER  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

We  are  glad  to  announce  at  this  time  that  the  town 
now  has  a  tree  public  library  of  its  own.  The  deed  for  the 
land  and  building  having  just  been  received  from  Lewis 
Parkhurst.  The  town  certainly  ought  to  feel  grateful  for 
what  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Parkhurst  and  the  other  descendants  of 
John  Wilder  have  done  in  fitting  up  and  giving  to  us  as 
nice  a  little  library  as  any  town  could  desire.  Mr.  Park- 
hurst has  also  sent  us  about  fifty  new  books  during  the 
year  and  also  his  check  for  fifty  dollars  to  help  in  paying 
the  annual  expenses. 

With  what  books  have  been  previously  purchased  or 
donated  by  the  library's  many  friends  we  now  have  a  list 
of  eleven  hundred  and  ninety-six  excellent  books. 

The  librarian,  Miss  Nanna  J.  French,  and  her  assist- 
ant, Miss  Mabel  R.  French,  report  that  there  have  been 
two  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty  visitors  at  the  library 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  different  people  regis- 
tered being  three  hundred  and  forty-three. 

Number  of  books  circulated  was  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-five.  Number  of  magazines,  four 
hundred  and  fourteen. 
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The  books  have  also  been  circulated  in  the  district 
schools,  which  has  been  a  help  to  both  pupils  and  teachers.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board: 

Seven  legal  schools  have  been  maintained  during  the 
past  year,  the  high  school,  three  graded  schools,  and  three 
district  schools  with  a  total  enrollment  of  about  one  hun- 
dred thirty-five. 

The  high  school  has  done  excellent  work  and  has 
maintained  the  standard  required  by  the  state.  Graduates 
of  the  Weston  High  School  are  now  attending  the  high 
schools  at  Brattleboro,  Chester,  and  Ludlow,  and  all  are 
doing  satisfactory  work.  It  is  certain  that  many  more 
young  people  will  attend  a  high  school  if  they  can  begin 
their  course  at  home  than  would  do  so  if  they  had  to  be 
away  from  home  for  the  entire  four  years.  There  are  six 
in  the  ninth  grade  this  year  who  may  attend  the  high 
school  next  fall  if  they  pass  the  June  examinations.  There 
will  be  six  or  seven  in  the  sophomore  class,  so  the  school 
will  probably  be  about  as  large  as  usual.  This  year's 
eighth  grade,  which  will  be  ready  for  the  high  school  one 
year  from  next  fall,  numbers  about  twelve.  If  the  high 
school  is  given  up  now  it  will  be  difficult  to  start  it  again. 
In  proportion  to  its  population,  Weston  has  a  larger  num- 
ber of  pupils  attending  high  school  than  any  other  town  in 
the  vicinity.  It  is  simply  a  question  of  whether  or  not 
the  town  can  afford  the  extra  tax  of  ten  or  fifteen  cents 
which  is  required  to  run  the  high  school. 

The  work  of  some  of  the  schools  was  somewhat  inter- 
fered with  by  the  change  in  the  teaching  force,  but  the 
new  teachers  have  done  well  and  good  progress  is  being 
made. 
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Much  needed  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  Island, 
Bennett,  and  Shattuck  schoolhouses.  Double  windows  on 
all  the  schoolhouses  would  save  fuel  and  add  much  to  the 
comfort  and  health  of  tne  pupils  A  radical  change  is 
needed  in  the  heating  system  in  use  in  the  village  school- 
house.  It  is  wrons;  to  require  teachers  and  pupils  to 
remain  in  a  room  with  a  temperature  of  fifty  or  fifty-five 
degrees. 

Three  teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  and  the  work 
for  each  term  outlined.  Citizens  are  invited  to  attend 
these  meetings  and  become  familiar  with  the  work.  Sev- 
eral of  the  teachers  attended  the  Teachers'  Institute  at 
Bellows  Falls  in  January. 

The  attention  of  the  citizens  is  called  to  the  attend- 
ance record  for  the  year.  The  primary  school  led,  with 
the  Island  and  grammar  schools  close  behind.  There  were 
more  than  three  hundred  tardy  marks  in  all,  an  unneces- 
sarily large  number.  The  citizens  are  urged  to  assist  in 
securing  regular  and  prompt  attendance  during  the  coming 
year. 

Your  superintendent  made  over  one  hundred  visits 
during  the  year.
